While Production Was Fairly Normal During the First Week of the Month, There Was a Considerable De- 
cline During the Remaining Weeks—Shipments Continued to Exceed Production, so That Mill Stocks 
Showed a Decline of Over 7,000 Tons—Reports Show a Considerable Increase in Jobbers’ 
Stocks—Imports of News Prints from Canada About 4,000 Tons Larger.

Wasuincton, D. C., April 17, 1918—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission has issued the following review of the news print paper 
market for the month of March: 


Reports from 35 domestic companies operating 58 news print 
mills show the following results of operations for the four weeks 
beginning March 3, and ending March 31, 1918.

During the first week of the month the production was fairly 
normal but during the remaining weeks it showed a steady falling 
off. Shipments continued to exceed production so that mill stocks 
showed a decline of over 7,000 tons. A correction of the mill 
stocks reported for the first two weeks of the month has been 
made following the receipt of corrected figures from the Pacific 
Coast. Stocks on hand at delivery points increased during the 
month from 2,579 tons to 3,729 tons. 


Loss of Production 


In addition to the loss of production at the Niagara Falls Mills 
there was a considerable loss during the last half of the month 
at one large mill in Maine due to lack of fuel oil. Other causes 
reported were lack of fuel, lack of help, car shortage, repairs, etc.

Imports of news print paper from Canada during the month of 
February were about 4,000 tons larger than for the preceding 
month, but there were no imports from Newfoundland. Exports 
of news print paper showed a further decline during the month, 
but were larger than for the corresponding month of 1917. Im- 
ports of ground wood pulp from Canada were less than for Janu- 
ary and also considerably less than for the month of February, 
1917. Exports of wood pulp dwindled to 365 tons 

News Print Prices 

Only a few new contracts, most of them of small tonnage, were 
reported for the month of March. These were at prices ranging 
from $3.00 to $3.10 for rolls and $3.50 for sheets. Current ship- 
ments during the month in car lots were at prices ranging from 
$2.95 to $3.50 for rolls and from $3.25 to $3.75 for sheets. Quota- 
tions for new business were in a few cases higher than for the 
preceding month.

There was no noticeable change in jobbers’ prices during the 
month, 
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Pulp Prices 

About 40 per cent. of the sulphite (news grade) delivered on 
contracts was at prices ranging from $55 to $60 per ton, about 
32 per cent at prices ranging from $60 to $65 and about 22 per 
cent at prices ranging from $50 to $55 per ton. Prices of cur- 
rent orders showed about the same range as the contract prices. 

About 55 per cent of the ground wood delivered on contracts 
was at prices ranging from $25 to $30; about 29 per cent at prices 
ranging from $30 to $35, and about 11 per cent at prices ranging 
from $35 to $40 per ton. Prices of current orders ranged from 
$25 to $40, the bulk of the deliveries being between $35 and $40 
per ton. 

To Resume News Print Hearings 


Unless something unforeseen turns up to prevent it the news print 
hearings before the Federal Trade Commission will be resumed 
here one week from today, April 22, when the accountants of the 
Federal Trade Commission, manufacturers and publishers will 
make their report to the commission as the result of cost con- 
ferences. 

Dr. E. O. Merchant, the commissions’ economist who is handling 
the news print situation in detail, will go to New York some time 
this week to take part in the conferences. If anything should 
happen that the accountants cannot complete their work in time 
it is just possible that a further postponment will have to be taken. 
However, it is now anticipated that their work will be completed 
in time. 

According to the view expressed here today it will not take a 
great deal of time to get the cost figures in the record. It is 
probable that they will all be put in together by experts who will 
be put on the stand by the commission, with the objections, if there 
ire any, by both the manufacturers and publishers, and then the 
commission will preceed to hear the objections. 

When the accountants have completed their testimony, the com- 
mission will have the case well worked up with the exception of 
the publishers who are supposed to have their case ready by April 
29, two weeks from today. No one here seems to know just how 
many, if any witnesses, they will put on the stand. Following 
their appearance and the straightening out of the record the case 
will be adjourned after both sides have been allowed time to sum 
up their arguments. 

Conservation of News Print Paper 

The Trade Commission is going right ahead with its work for 
the United States Fuel Administration in trying to find out just 
how much paper it is essential to use and therefore how much it is 
essential to manufacture. Up to this time the part of the investiga- 
tion being undertaken by the Commercial Economy Board does 
not seem to be moving very fast. Officials of the board are taking 
time to look thorcughly into the situation and are studying the 
figures already obtained by other branches of the Government. 

In this connection and in connection with the questionnaires 
which have been sent out by the Federal Trade Commission to 
paper jobbers throughout the country word has been received 
that the Board of Directors of the National Paper Trade Associa- 
tion will have a special meeting in Philadelphia on April 23 to 
take up this matter. They will make a report to the Federal Trade 
Commission as a result of their meeting. 

Another Questionnaire for Jobbers 

A further tentative questionnaire for the paper jobbers, which 
has not been sent out, but which is being submitted to the Na- 
tional Paper Trade Association follows: 

On what basis is the price of news print sold by you usually 
quoted, f. o. b. mill, f. 0. b. destination of publisher or f. o. b. 
your warehouse? Answer separately for roll news and sheet 
news and for direct and warehouse shipments. 

What basis of delivery do you favor for the sale of news print 
paper? Reasons for same. Answer separately for rolls and sheets 
and for direct and warehouse shipments. 
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What terms of credit and discount do you usually give on de- 
liveries of news print paper? Answer separately for direct and 
warehouse shipments. 

What terms of credit and discount for the sale of news print 
paper do you favor, with reasons for same? 

Submit copies of contracts or order blanks used for the sale of 
news print paper both for direct and warehouse shipments with 
comments on the desirability of change in any of the terms, etc. 

If you favor a uniform form of contract or order blank for the 
sale of news print paper in less than carload lots from your ware- 
house, kindly furnish a copy of the form you would recommend 
and explain the terms contained therein. 

Give any other information bearing on this subject that you 
think would be of value to the commission. 


To Have Special Meeting Regarding M. F. Paper 

Senator Smith, of Arizona, chairman of the Congressional Joint 
Committee on Printing expects to call a committee meeting some 
time this week, probably toward the last of the week. 

It is understood that the matter of the replies received from 
paper manufacturers to his “M. F.” paper letter will be taken up 
in detail by the committee. 

It is possible, also, at that time, that the committee will consider 
whether or not it is advisable to give the paper men a hearing on 
the subject. 

It is 
passed, which it doubtless will be, the President would have au- 


said that if the Overman bill now before the Senate is 


thority to put the Government Printing Office under the jurisdic- 
tion of the War Department, if it is deemed advisable. This would 
mean that paper could be purchased at almost any price desired 
by the Government as a war measure. 


No Decision in English Clay Case 
No decision had been reached here today by officials of the 
United States Shipping Board relative to the importation into the 
United States of English clay. An official of the board stated to- 
day that a decision might be forthcoming by the end of this week. 


Child Labor Laws Attacked 

The constitutionality of the Child Labor Law is attacked in a 
brief filed in the Supreme Court of the United States in connection 
with proceedings appealed by the government from North Carolina, 
where the act was recently held to be invalid. 

The statute, which prohibits interstate shipments of articles pro- 
duced in factories employing children under fourteen years of age, 
is declared to be “a perversion of the powers of Congress,” dis- 
criminatory and an interference with the police powers of a state. 
Arguments in the case are to be heard by the court in the very near 
future. 


More Efficient Utilization of Highways 

Through the co-operation of State Councils of Defense, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, local War Boards, and Motor Clubs, the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, through its Highways Transport Commit- 
tee and its State Council Section, is building up a system for more 
efficient utilization of the highways of the country as a means of 
affording merchants and manufacturers relief from railroad em- 
bargoes and delays due to freight congestion. 

This system already is in successful operation in Connecticut and 
is being extended throughout the country. 

The purpose is to take some of the burden of the short haul off 
the railroads and put it on motor trucks operating over the high- 
Very considerable quantities of merchandise and materials 
of all kinds are now being carried by trucks operated by private 
concerns in their own businesses and by motor express and haulage 
companies. In a majority of cases, however, these trucks after de- 
livering a load, return empty, whereas there are shippers who would 
be glad to avail themselves of the opportunity to send a load back 
on such a truck to its home town if they knew it was going back 
empty. On the other hand, the truck »wner would be equally glad

Annual Report of the Company Made Public Tuesday Shows 
a Total Income of $12,932,173—Earnings for the Year 
Were $8,180,787, Which Is a Gain of $3,060,060 or 
Nearly 60 Per Cent in 1917—Profits, However, Are 
Mostly Made on Other Than News Print, Which Dis- 


proves Absurd Statements in Congress Regarding Ex- 
tortionate Profits—-Company Has Made Steady Progress. 


. 

The International Paper Company reports a year of excep- 
tional profits in 1917 in terms of the stock, the balance for divi- 
dends amounting to $8,180,787, a gain of $3,060,060, or nearly 60 
per cent. more than the corresponding result in the preceding year. 
After paying the regular preferred stock dividends, the earnings 
available for disbursement to common stockholders was $6,719,687, 
equal to more than 34 per cent. on the shares, and a sum $2,373,195 
larger than in 1916. 


Year’s Returns Moderate 


In respect to the amount of capital invested in the business, P. 
T. Dodge, President, asserted in his statement to stockholders yes- 
terday that the year’s return was moderate. This capital, Mr. 
Dodge said, was equal to more than $75,000,000 actually invested 
in property of steadily enhancing value. 

The company’s total income was $12,932,173, an increase of $4,- 
466,346 over 1916. The management set aside $2,500,000 for taxes, 
of which the bulk were Federal war income and excess profits im- 
posts, and reserved $1,524,682 for depreciation, compared with $1,- 
518,117 the year before. 
a total of $7,506,245 “stock and cash dividends paid and reserved 
for payment in settlement of deferred cumulative dividends on the 
preferred stock” was taken, leaving the net profit and loss surplus 
at $15,452,185. 


From the $22,958,430 aggregate surplus 


Total Production, 532,589 Tons of All Grades 


“The total production of all grades of paper was 532,589 tons,” 
Mr. Dodge said, “of which 390,179 tons represented news print and 
the balance paper of higher grades in great variety. The manu- 
facture of this vast quantity of paper—nearly three times as great 
as that of any other organization in the world—required the con- 
sumption of 705,343 cords of wood, in addition to great quantities 
of other materials and supplies. Although under normal condi- 
tions news print paper constitutes about two-thirds of the com- 
pany’s tonnage, the profit per ton is much less than on other papers, 
and of the profit of the last year substantially one-half was de- 


rived from paper other than news print. 


No Extortionate Profits 

“When this fact is considered, the absurdity of the statements 
made in the halls of Congress and elsewhere, alleging extortionate 
profits on the company’s news print paper, is apparent. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the profit on news print paper, after tax deduction, 
was about $7.50 per ton, a moderate and really unsafe return con- 
sidering the dangers and uncertainties which exist because of war 
conditions. 

The report said the company had made steady progress in vari- 
ous directions during the year. The adjustment of the greater 
part of the deferred dividends on the preferred stock was referred 
to in this particular, the accumulation being paid partly in stock 
and partly in cash. Bonds to the amount of $4,448,000 have been 
retired in recent months. The balance sheets showed a $12,762,692 
inventory, compared with $7,499,255 a year ago, and cash amount- 
ing to $2,426,428 against $2,668,521 at the close of 1916, 


To Expand the Exports of Paper 


American Paper Exports, Inc., was incorporated the day Presi- 
dent Wilson signed the Webb bill, which permits the co-opera- 
tion for exports of manufacturers of competing as well as non- 
competing lines. 

The object of the new organization is to merge the business 
of the manufacturers at present owning the United States Paper 
Export Association with the exports of the International Paper 
Company adding thereto several other manufacturers of various 
lines of paper who have signified their desire to subscribe and 
will do their business in export co-operatively under the provisions 
of the Webb bill. 

The capital is $1,500,000 and the company will start business 
with about $1,000,000 and will eventually invite other paper manu- 
facturers to join them in the export of their products. 

The first and foremost object of American Paper Exports, 
Inc., will be to distribute, in an intelligent manner in the various 
markets of the world, the paper products of the North American 
It will not engage in general trading and will 
distribute exclusively products of the paper industry on this 
It will not import any papers and it does not expect 
to deal in raw materials from any source. It will maintain a 
corps of competent travelers and have local agents in all the 
important without engaging in merchandising in 
stores of their own in any of these centers.

IS EXPECTED THIS SPRING 


While It Is Not Thought That the Demands of the Local Union 
for Increased Wages Will Be Met in Full, It Is Believed 
That a Compromise Will Be Effected That Will Be Gen- 
erally Satisfactory to All the Parties Concerned—The Call 
to Arms Has Caused a Shortage of Help in Almost Every 
Paper Mill in Kalamazoo—Paper Mills Profit by New 
Freight Rate—General News of the Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., April 16, 1918—There is very little indica- 
tion that there will be a strike of paper mill employees in Kala- 
mazoo this spring. While the demand of the local union of the 
International Papermakers for increases of 30 and 20 per cent. 
in the pay of employees will hardly be met in full, it is certain 
to leai to a compromise that will be generally satisfactory to 
all parties concerned. 

None of the parties are inclined to do much talking regarding 
the matter, but what little is said is along conciliatory lines. 
The Bryant Paper Company is the only local mill that has a 
contract with the union and Mr. Milham is out of the city at this 
time. What action he will take on May 1, when the contract 
expires for 1917-18, is not known. 

General Increase in Wages Two Weeks Ago 

It develops that the various managers rather forestalled any 
possible hostilities by granting a general increase in wages two 
weeks ago.’ A flat raise of 25 cents a day was given to all em- 
ployees of the Rex Paper Company, Hawthorne Paper Company, 
Kalamazoo Paper Company (all divisions), Western Board & 
Paper Company, Monarch Paper Company, Standard Paper Com- 
pany, King Paper Company, and the Kalamazoo Vegetable Parch- 
ment Company. The Bryant Paper Company took similar action 
with regard to all its non-union employees, and in some instances 
the increase amounted to 35 cents a day. 

Under the new schedule machine tenders are receiving $5.05 
for eight hours’ work and in some cases the pay is $5.30. This 
is against a wage scale of $3.20 for twelve hours’ work three 
years ago. Beater and finishing room help is getting around 
$4 a day, while common labor receives from $2.60 to $2.85 a 
day. The minimum pay for female help is now $12.50 a week, 
while many receive from $15 to $18 for a week of 54 hours. 
Women workers in Kalamazoo’s paper mills receive the highest 
average pay of any female labor in Michigan. 


Almost Every Mill Short of Help 

Over 1,500 young men have answered the call to arms from 
Kalamazoo and practically every mill in the city is short of help 
and confronted with a generally excellent run of business. While 
the workers are not doing any great amount of talking about it 
in public, it is known that hundreds of the day workers are 
quite willing to make the best of existing conditions and work 
long hours for a corresponding increase in pay. It is nothing 
uncommon for men who under normal labor conditions would 
be credited with twelve days’ pay every two weeks, to turn in 
time slips ranging from 24 to 26 days for a like period. Plenty 
of helpers and common laborers are now drawing down $5 and 
$6 a day. The mills are glad to have the men, as otherwise their 
output would be seriously curtailed. 

Mr. Wigginton a Royal Host 

George P. Wigginton, president of the Kalamazoo Loose Leaf 
Binder Company, is nothing if not a royal host. Saturday, April 
6, was observed as Patriotic Day in Kalamazoo and Mr. Wiggin- 
ton was general chairman of the committee in charge. He went 
right over to Camp Custer and corralled a whole regiment of 


troops, a division band and 60 or 70 commissioned officers and 
trotted them all over to Kalamazoo. All hands took part in 
the celebration and then partook of a banquet. The officers dined 
at the New Burdick and the soldiers at the Pythian Temple. 
Cabaret entertainers were on hand from Chicago and the e 
ning was a delightful one for all hands. When it came to payi 
the bills there were none to pay. Mr. Wigginton just smiled a 
took the next train for New York. 
Mills Profit by New Freight Rate 

Kalamazoo valley paper mills will profit considerably by the n 
tariff on freight rates, which went into effect April 5. It appl 
to points east of Buffalo and Pittsburgh and reduces the Kal 
mazoo rate from 96 to 92 per cent. of the Chicago rate. Local 
mills have always been hampered in their eastern business 
freight rates that seemed unfair.

Rome to Carthage in working order again, affording 
cheaper outlet for manufactured products and a cheaper rat 
for coal and other materials needed in this section. It offers 
the only competition for the New York Central lines into the 
territory. 

While this canal extends only to Carthage, there is an effort 
on foot to have it continued through Watertown to Lake On 
tario. In fact the project has received considerable consideration 
in the past, and the opening of service to Carthage is believed 
to hasten the maturity of the extension to the lake. 

This district teems with industrial plants of all sorts, one of 
the most important being the paper manufacturing business. 
Carthage has a number of mills, and others along the line within 
a certain radius will be benefited by the canal, but a waterway 
through this city that would connect with the big waterways o 
the central part of the state and also with the Great Lakes, would 
be of untold value to industry. 

The Northern New York Development League, the Watertown 
Chamber of Commerce, and other similar organizations have 
urged the extension of this waterway to the lake, and it is pos 
sible that a renewed effort will be made next fall. 


Revokes Licenses on Enemy Patents 

President Wilson has revoked authority granted the Federal 
Trade Commission to license the operation of enemy patents and 
copyrights in this country, and no more such licenses ‘will be 
granted. 

The proclamation issued by the President upon this matter 
stated: 

“I hereby revoke the power and authority vested in the Federal 
Trade Commission by section 17 of the executive order of October 
12, 1917, to issue licenses to any citizen of the United States or 
any corporation organized within the United States to file or 
prosecute applications in the country of an enemy or ally of 
enemy for letters patent or for registration of trademark, print, 
label, or copyright, and to pay any fees or agents’ fees in connec- 
tion therewith; or to pay to any enemy or ally of enemy any tax, 
annuity or fee in relation to patents, trademarks, prints, labels and 
copyrights; and no such licenses shall be granted until further 
order.”

PuitapveLpuia, April 15, 1918—Spring price lists 
general advances, particularly in the fine paper lines, are now 
being put out by most of the big jobbing houses in this district. 
In one instance the cheapest bond listed is 14 cents. Dealers 
here are inclined to believe that the inevitable result of 
the growing demand of war industries upon the weakened trans- 
portation system of the country is to be curtailment of industries 
listed in the non-essential class. While there is no fear that the 
paper trade in general is to be put into any such classification, 
it is the general belief that all industries will find themselves up 
against the necessity of standardizing as much as possible to

conserve labor, fuel and transportation. 
The Views of One Jobber 


“Dealers realize,’ said a member of one big jobbing house to 
the representative of the Paper TrapeE JourNAL, “that under 
present day conditions it is up to them to put in enormous stocks 
to meet the demands of the future. Very heavy orders are now 
being placed by most of the big jobbers with the mills. Whether 
they will get all they order remains to be seen, but there is no 
doubt that all dealers realize they must stock up. 

“This is a less dangerous proposition today because everything 
is being sold on a definite profit basis. Price cutting has virtu- 
ally ceased to exist in this district, except in cases where dealers 
want to dispose of odd lots to make room for new stock. The 
salesmen must get the price if they want the house to accept the 
order. 

“This is particularly true of the fine paper houses. Of course, 
cooperation is more difficult in the coarse paper lines, but even 
in that field the movement is gaining headway.”

IMPROVEMENTS IN CANADA 
IN PULP AND PAPER TRADE 


Outlook Is Brighter Just Now Than It Has Been in Months— 
Unusually Fine Weather Has Helped the Railroads Won- 
derfully in Straightening Out Traffic Congestion and Navi- 
gation on the St. Lawrence Waterway River Will Open, as 
Practically All the Ice Has Gone—Quebec Continues to 
Produce Far More Than One-Half of the Total Pulpwood 


Production in Canada—Review of Paper Business. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTrREAL, Que., April 15, 1918.—Conditions in the pulp and 
paper industry are looking brighter today than they have for 
months past. A month of extraordinarily fine weather has worked 
wonders in helping the railroads to straighten out the traffic 
congestion and from practically all districts now reports are to 
the effect that shipments are goimg forward in good shape. Navi- 
gation on the St. .Lawrence waterway will open in a few days, 
as practically all the ice has now gone from the river, and this 
will bring an immediate relief in transportation. In some of 
the lakes and rivers in the northern districts the ice is still hold- 
ing, but preparations for the spring drives are already being 
completed. Despite labor shortage, the reports from the woods 
are that with favorable conditions for the river drives, there 
should be an ample supply of pulpwood for the requirements of 
the coming fall and winter. The high prices for pulpwood has 
brought many into the work in the woods this winter who do 
not usually cut wood, and farmers in forest settlements have 
been particularly active in this direction. 


Arranging for Coal Supply 


The shortage of coal this past winter in the paper and other 
industries has brought about a radical revision of the methods 
of handling this product. The Provincial govern- 
ment has appointed the Hon. Alphonse Racine fuel administrator 
for the province of Quebec, to work in with the 
federal fuel administrator. Mr. Racine, who is the head of a 
large business house, has already been doing good work in this 
connection for the Provincial government, but he will now have 
larger powers. His duties are varied and wide. Complaints 
from coal companies to the effect that they are not getting their 
supplies are dealt with by him, as well as complaints for large 
industrial companies, and are taken up in conjunction with the 
federal authorities. Considerable machinery is in this way set 
up to keep all sections of the country supplied with coal. The 
work of shipping coal will be pursued with vigor all the summer, 
so that the possibilities are that with last season’s lesson kept 
in vivid remembrance, there will not again be a shortage.

Laurentide Power Company’s Success 


Success beyond the most sanguine anticipations is attending 
the operations of the Laurentide Power Company, a subsidiary of 
the Laurentide Company, pulp and paper manufacturers of Grand 
Mere. The demands for electric power in the St. Maurice dis- 
trict are growing all the time, and the Laurentide Power Com- 
pany has already turned out as much as 110,000 h.p. at the peak 
Icad. It has been decided to increase the capacity of the plant to- 
ward the end of the year, after the big reservoir created by the 
La Loutre dam has filled up with water. But even with that 
increased capacity in prospect, plans are under consideration for 
three additional units of 20,000 h.p. each. The bonded debt of 
the company is only $60 per h.p., which is cheaper than any 
other power company’s in the district. The selling organization 
for the company’s power is the Shawinigan Water & Power Com- 
pany, which has made arrangements for supplying such a large 
additional amount of power to industries in Montreal that a 


saving of from 100,000 to 150,000 tons of coal per annum will 
result, which will represent the sum of from one million to ; 
million and a half of dollars remaining in this country. It 
possible that by this time next year the Laurentide Power Co: 
pany’s capacity will be 180,000 h.p. 


Pulp and Paper in Quebec 

In his annual report on the Quebec Forestry Service, the chie 
Gustave G. Piche, deals with the high prices for pulpwood i 
the province. “Sales are said to have been made,” he remarks, 
“at from $12 to $15 per cord and even more. One can get an 
idea of the scarcity of wood from the fact that buyers cam 
from the State of Wisconsin and had to transport the wo 
they bought over 800 miles, which must have made the cost pric 
heavy.” The province, he proceeds, continues to produce fa 
more than one-half of the total production of pulpwood i 
Canada, and he notes that the export of manufactured pulp 
showing a progressive percentage of pulpwood 
He proceeds: 

“Since 1910, the date when the order was passed compellin 
the manufacture in Canada of all wood cut on Crown land 
Canada exported a total of 6,800,407 cords of pulpwood. As thi 
wood comes entirely from private lots there has been a co! 
siderable drain on the forest resources of private individual: 
Taking 10 cords as the average yield of pulpwood per acre, thi 
would represent cutting over an area of 680,400 acres, or 1,06: 
square miles. The share of our province for the same perio 
would mean a cut of 5,085,780 cords on an area of about 508,57 
acres, or 794 square miles.” 

This wood largely comes from settlers’ clearing and farm lots 
and he strongly advises such private owners of wood to sell t 
Canadian mills instead of exporting it, saying that if they di 
this, then “instead of getting an average value of $7.40 per cord, 
we should, by transforming the wood into mechanical pulp, th 
prices would vary between $40 and $90; for news print the 
would run from $40 to $60 per ton. It is true that this increas 
is largely due to the cost of certain materials, of the mor 
expensive plant needed for these transformations, but the amount 
paid in wages are yet considerable and represent a rather larg« 
proportion of the figures.” 

He adds that the increasing demand for pulpwood “allows us 
to hope that the immense territories of Labrador, Ungava and the 
North Shore, so rich in pulpwood and so poor in large timber 
will thus acquire value. As all the world’s forests are becoming 
more and more exhausted and no substitute for’ wood has yet 
been found, it follows that other countries will have to rely mor« 
on our province for the pulp and paper they need. It will be 
easy for us to supply them if we take our precautions, for we 
have the raw material and also the necessary waterpowers.”

Canada’s Immense Paper Business 

A most informative address on “The Pulp and News Print 
Paper Industry in Canada,” was given in Montreal a few days 
ago by H. D Bean, of the Abitibi Power & Paper Company. He 
said that in order to furnish Canadian newspapers alone, it was 
necessary for Canadian mills to turn out 250 tons of news print 
every 24 hours. In addition there was such a large surplus for 
export that if all the mills in Canada in the course of 24 hours 
could turn out a strip of paper three feet wide, it would o& 
around the earth at the equator. It took the pulpwood from 
approximately 60,000 acres to supply the demands of Canada 
alone in a single year. There were now 100 mills in the country, 
with an investment of $160,000,000, this being more than for 
any other business except hydro-electric power. The exports of 
the pulp and paper industry for 1918 would be over $60,000,000, 
and would exceed in value that of all the other Canadian industries 
combined in 1913. The demand from the United States for paper

Hotyoxe, Mass., April 15, 1918—The Holyoke paper manufac- 
turers are doing everything in their power to make the Third Lib- 
erty Loan a success. Declaring that America has “talked big,” but 
so far has “failed to make good” in this war, Clifton A. Crocker, 
president of both the Crocker-McElwain Company and Chemical 
Paper Manufacturing Company, warned the Holyoke paper manu- 
facturers and others at the Liberty Loan meeting, held in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms last week, that the slogan, “Come 
across or the Germans will come across,” is no joke. 

“The situation over on the battlefields of Europe is extremely 
grave. It is my firm belief that the balance between victory and 
defeat for the Allies is mighty small,” said Mr. Crocker. Contin- 
uing, he said: “And America has not done her duty in this war yet. 
We've not done what we’ve agreed to do. We are away behind in 
men and ships and guns and aeroplanes and munitions. Of 
course, we have done wonderful things considering the bigness of 
the task that confronted us, but what I mean is that we haven’t 
got there! We are face to face with a mighty grave situation to- 
day. We must come across.” Mr. Crocker said that for every 
bond bought by the employees at his plants the company would 
buy one. “If my help will take $100,000 worth of bonds the com- 
pany will take another $100,000 worth,” said Mr. Crocker. Other 
paper manufacturers who spoke in favor of the hearty indorsement 
of the Third Liberty Loan included Edward N. White, of the 
White & Wyckoff Manufacturing Company; George A. Galliver, 
president of the American Writing Paper Company; E. B. Towne, 
of the National Blark Book Company, and Patrick J. Judge, of the 
Highland Manufacturing Company. 

To have the employees of the Strathmore Paper Company at 
Mittineague subscribe 100 per cent. strong was the task undertaken 
by C. W. Dearden, advertising manager of the company. The 
mills of the company will be placed on a quota basis, according to 
its total number of employees, and each department will have a 
quota according to the number of people in that department.

Industrial Insurance Plan 

That the plan of industrial insurance adopted in this state is one 
of the best in the nation, if not the best, is evidenced by the fact 
that other states are continually spending representatives to Co- 
lumbus to study the method with a view of adopting it. Another 
evidence that it is a success is that the employers of the state are 
happy over the manner in which the funds have been administered. 
They have found that there are fewer accidents and that, after all, 
their expenses in connection with insurance and the payment of 


death and injury claims are not as high as they formerly were. 
During March, 12,617 new claims were filed in the state, and there 
were 78 death claims among them. The number disposed of was 
14,576, greatly reducing the holdovers. Only two law suits were 
filed, the percentage being negligible. The greatest results are ex- 
pected from the system of co-ordinating the workmen’s compensa- 
tion with accident prevention, which, experts agree, marks 
greater step in advance taken by any state or any country on the 
face of the earth. Under the merit-rating system the employer’ 
premium will depend upon the number of accidents.

Urbana Plant of United Paper Board Co. Burned 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, O., April 15, 1918.—A $100,000 fire occurred Saturday 
at the plant of the United Paperboard Company’s plant in 
Urbana, the blaze starting presumably from the slipping of a 
belt in the engine room, the friction causing sparks ‘which 
spread to inflammable material. Though the blaze was dis- 
covered at 8.30 A. M., it was after noon before the fire de- 
partment had it under control. 

The plant consists of three large buildings. The machine 
room sustained the brunt of the flames and the greatest loss 
was sustained there. In the front of the main building, which 
is at the east side, are the office rooms and back of the office 
is located the engine room and also the machinery building. 
Fortunately the office was not damaged by fire though the 
water did considerable damage. Firemen were unable to 
throw a stream to the roof of the flaming building part of the 
time on account of low pressure but they did the best they 
could under the circumstances and prevented a spread of the 
blaze to all departments of the plant. 

Superintendent D. D. Riggs was unable today to give a 
definite statement as to the loss. He stated that if all of the 
machinery is a total loss the damage will aggregate $200,000, 
but he had hopes that some of it is intact. 

A difference of opinion developed as to the cause of the weak 
pressure. The water works department showed a pressure of 
100 to 110 pounds on the register at all times and water officials 
gave it as their belief that the main leadinz to the mills was 
probably too small to accommodate the number of lines of 
hose in use by the firemen. : 

The company is doing its best to resume operations and does 
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not expect that it will be long delayed, though some time will 
be required to remove all of the debris and rebuild the burned 
portions. Fortunately, the entire plant and ware rooms were 
not destroyed and the company is not entirely out of business 
for the time being. 


The fire recalls a disastrous fire which occurred five years 
ago when the stock room was gutted. The company employs 
75 men, 


Before the plant was absorbed by the United, local stockholders 
conducted the mills at a large profit.

Y., April 15, 1918—The Underwood Paper 
Company at Plattsburgh is using all possible speed in repairing 
the damage done by the washing out of the mill flume last week. 
The flood tide carried away the old wooden structure and the 
force of the water against the wheels caused further serious 
trouble. 

The water force was so great that the big six and seven ton 
wheels were carried off their foundations, five inch shaftings 
were bent like light wire, and the surface of the metal was 
polished like a mirror. 

No time was lost in signing a contract with the H. P. Cummings 
Company, Ware, Mass., and in 36 hours men were on the ground 
to adjust the break and get the mill in running order. Last 
week the water was turned from the wheels, and this week the 
flume will be repaired so the mill may get back to operating. 
Next summer a new concrete and steel flume will be installed. 

Since the Underwood Paper Company purchased this plant 
about two years ago, extensive repairs and improvements have 
been made, but this is the first shutdown on the manufacture of 
paper.

Pulp Prices 

Nearly fifty per cent of the bleached sulphite (No. 1 Grade) re- 
ceived on contract by book paper manufacturers was at prices rang- 
ing from $110 to $115 a ton, and another twenty per cent. was at 
prices ranging from $100 to $110 a ton. Several old contracts for 
bleached sulphite were reported at prices ranging from $75 to $90 
per ton. About a third of the bleached sulphite received on current 
orders was at prices ranging $110 to $115 per ton. 

The unbleached sulphite received on contract was at prices 
ranging from $45 to $50 for 35 per cent and from $55 to $60 for 
33% per cent. Only a small tonnage was received on current 
orders, the bulk being at prices ranging from $70 to $75 per ton. 

Practically all of the soda pulp received on contract was at prices 
ranging from $70 to $90 per ton, 20 per cent. being from $70 to $75, 
20 per cent. from $75 to $80, 40 per cent. from $80 to $85, and 20 
per cent. from $85 to $90. Only a small tonnage of soda pulp was 
received on current orders, the bulk being at prices ranging from 
$80 to $85 a ton.

No Gime for Census 


Because of the conditions brought about by the war, considerable 
opposition has developed to the taking of the usual census of agri- 
culture, manufactures, quarries and mining in the year 1920, the 
end of the ten-year census period. Among others the Merchants’ 
Association of New York has registered its disapproval of the 
taking of the census just now. 

Representative Harvey Helm, chairman of the House Committee 
on Census, sent a letter to the association pointing out that the 
Federal Constitution requires an enumeration of the population 
every ten years. He recalled the fact that it has been customary 
il connection with this enumeration to take the census of manu- 
factures, and that a bill is now pending before the Committee on 
Census providing for this census in 1920. 

In his letter to the association Representative Helm goes on to 
say: 

“By reason of the war emergency there is considerable differ- 
ence of opinion among the members of the committee as to the 
value of a census on manufactures, mines and quarries. Some hold 
the view that the war has disconcerted the manufacturing business 
tu such an extent that a census at a time when the country is at 
war, assuming that the country is at war in 1920, will be of little, 
if of any value. 

“Believing associations like yours are in a position to express 


an opinion in this matter, I am writing this letter to you, hoping 


that you will submit your views to the committee on the value of 
such a census taken under war condition.” 

It was the unanimous conclusion by the members of the board 
that the war conditions have so interfered with the normal conduct 
not only of manufacturing, mining and quarrying, but also of agri- 
culture, that a census upon these matters taken the year 1920, eve 
though the war shail have terminated before that date, would no 
furnish a sound basis of comparison and would be misleading 
rather than helpful. 

Most thinking men will agree with the Merchants’ Association it 
its view that the 1920 census should be deferred until condition 
after the war have again approached the normal. To provide fo: 
taking the census at the usual time would require money and the 
time and attention of men that cannot well afford to be diverted 


from the work of winning the war.

How Coal Output May Be Curtailed. 
New York, April 11, 1918. 


Editor, PAPER TRADE JOURNAL: 

The practical coal man is convinced that certain proposals with 
respect. to the distribution of coal cars will result in a serious 
curtailment of the output of coal, and the effect will be that next 
winter the country will be faced with a coal famine compared to 
which that of last year will fade into insignificance. 

The Railroad Administration is attempting to make contracts 
with coal operators for coal for railroad purposes at a price less 
than that fixed by the Fuel Administration, offering as an induce- 
ment one hundred per cent. car supply. 

Car supply is the governing factor in the quantity of coal pro- 
duced and the cost of production, as the overhead charges, when 
listributed over a production reduced to twenty or twenty-five per 
cent. of normal are tremendous as compared to one hundred per 
cent. production. 

Another phase of the matter is that such discrimination in car 
supply has its direct effect upon the labor situation, causing unrest 
and dissatisfaction among the miners at operations so discriminated 
against. 

In addition to the discouragement of operators who do not enter 
into contracts with the Railroad Administration under the pro- 
posed plan and the possibility of their being forced to discontinue 
operation, the Fuel Administrator has stated a number of times 
that when an operator can demonstrate that the cost of production 
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is in excess of the price fixed, a correction of that situation will 
be made. The putting into effect of the proposal will, therefore, 
result in an increased cost to consumers of coal other than the 
railroads. 

The Director-General of Railroads, in an effort to reduce the 
operating expenses of the roads, is pressing this proposition; but 
we call attention to the fact that its result will be unfair to the 
coal man and to consumers other than the railroads, because it 
will have the effect of placing an undue burden upon a restricted 
portion of the public to make up or prevent a deficit in the opera- 
tion of the railroads. If there is such deficit, instead of attempt- 
ing to saddle it upon a restricted class, it should be taken care of 
by a blanket increase in freight and passenger rates so that the 
burden will be evenly distributed upon those who make use of the 
carriers. 

Incidentally it will be remembered that at no time has there 
been general opposition on the part of the members of the public 
to the several blanket increases in rates which have been granted 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Another evil which is being effected is that some railroads, even 
at the present time, are obtaining a supply of coal in excess of 
their requirements and are disposing of it to certain favored in- 
dustries located on their lines. 

Altogether we think the proposal of the Railroad Administra- 
tion is improper and should receive the condemnation of everyone, 
and we solicit your efforts to correct the situation.

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A GUIDE TO BOILER ECONOMY 


In steampower plants the consumption of fuel is the prin- 
cipal source of expense in the production of power, and re- 
liable information showing the amount of steam generated by 
the burning of the fuel is of prime importance in improving 
economies and preventing avoidable wastes. With the present 
price of fuel and difficulty of securing it, the need of a simple 
and reliable steam flow meter on each boiler, making it pos- 
sible to improve or maintain economies, is of greater import- 
ance than ever before. 

It is the purpose of this article to show how a steam flow 
meter installed on each boiler makes it possible to operate 
them more scientifically and by so doing obtain better effici- 
encies and save fuel. 

The information given by a steam flow meter must not be 
confused with that given by a pressure gauge. In the former 
case the indication or record obtained represents the steam out- 
put of the boiler in boiler horse power or pounds per hour, 
while in the latter the indication or record is the pressure at 
the point where the gauge is connected. The information given 
by a steam flow meter may be compared to that given by an 
ammeter and the information given by a pressure gauge to 
that given by a voltmeter. 


Uniform and Maximum Output 


The general practice is to try to operate each boiler at as 
nearly uniform output as possible. 
Boiler flow meters in actual service have shown that in near-

ly every case a battery of boilers as a whole may be generating 
the required amount of steam, but the several boilers making 
up the battery fall far short of assuming equal subdivisions of 
the total. See diagram No. 1. 

Steam flow meters installed on each boiler show at once a 
boiler which is “loafing,” or one being forced too hard, conditions 
which cannot readily be detected in any other way. With this 
knowledge the necessary changes can be made in drafts, fires, 
etc., to equalize the steam output of the boilers. With the out- 
puts equalized (see diagram No. 2) the danger of priming and 
of burning out tubes and brick work, due to excessive over- 
loads, is minimized. 

In addition to maintaining a uniform steam output, it is de-

sirable to run the boilers in service at as high an output as 
practicable. When the demand for steam falls off the flow 
meters show that the boilers are underloaded (see diagram 
No. 3), and one or more may be banked so as to bring the out- 
put of the boilers in service back to the desired amount. This 
is desirable for several reasons, such as reduction in investment 
in boiler equipment, reduction in labor charges, better economy, 
etc. 

In this connecton the following extract from a report sub- 
mitted by an operating company and published in one of the 
leading technical papers is interesting: 


“Previous to October, 1916, the evaporation of one c 
our large boiler plants was averaging about the equivalent o 
7 Ib. (3.1 kg.), which gave a boiler efficiency in the neghbor-

hood of 50 per cent. With this information we decided to 
make a thorough study of the boiler room conditions and tc 
conduct the necessary tests in order to ascertain the causes 
contributing to this lower efficency. 

“This study involved the handling of fires, draft conditions 
gases, etc. We equipped all of our boilers with Steam Flow 
Meters and found that some boilers were carrying an average 
load of only 68 per cent of rating. This condition we found 
was caused by draft settings, accumulation,. etc

Capacity tests were run, and the best performance showed 
that only about rating could be gotten out of the boilers i 
the way they were operating, and when they were entire! 
free from soot. These studies were conducted at a consider- 
able expense but we were able to increase the over-all eff 
ciency of our plant by approximately 50 per cent.” 


Getting Over the Peak 


Many boiler plants to-day are thought to be loaded to th: 
limit, and there is difficulty in producing enough steam to ge

over the peak without serious pressure drop. A flow meter on 
each boiler will materially assist in this difficulty because they 
show the boilers which are “loafing” (see diagram No. 1). This 
use alone for boiler flow meters will be found of inestimable 
value in many stations. 

Maintaining Uniform Pressure 


Under any system of boiler management, the fireman is 
directed to maintain the proper steam pressure. Should the 
steam pressure drop, it is important to know whether the

drop is caused by a sudden decrease in the steaming rate of one 
or more of the boilers, or by increase in load. 

In the case illustrated by Diagram No. 4, the pressure drop 
is due to “loafing” of Boiler No. 2, shown at once by the flow 
meter on this unit. With this information available, no time 
need be lost in making the necessary adjustment of the draft, 
fires, etc., to bring this boiler’s output up to that of the others, 
thereby restoring the pressure. Without the flow meter the 
fireman might have adjusted any one of the four boilers. The

Diagram No. 5 illustrates a pressure drop caused by an in 
creased demand for steam. The flow meters show all boiler 
delivering the same output. To bring the pressure back { 
normal each boiler must deliver more steam or more boiler 
must be put in service. 


Keeping Watch of the Firemen 
In the scientific management of boilers the firemen play

very important part, and the securing of economical results 
depends largely on intelligent supervision and control of them. 
In this connection, a steam flow meter on each boiler has been 
found to be of much value in pointing out any departure from 
instructions given the firemen as to how the boilers should 
be fired, as well as making it possible immediately to detect 
carelessness or laxiness. 

Chart No. 1 illustrates the results secured by a good fireman,

and Chart No. 2 the results secured by a less competent man. 

In the operation of hand-fired boilers, the fireman prac- 
tically controls the efficiency of combustion. If he fires too 
much green coal at a time the economy is seriously reduced. 
A flow meter installed on each boiler will keep a check on 
the fireman’s work as well as guide him in his operation. 
Chart No. 3 shows the result of firing too much coal at 
a time, and its effects on the steam output of the boiler. With 
this information available a change in time of firing and 
amount of coal fired can be instituted which will greatly im- 
prove economies and save fuel.

As a Guide for the Fireman 

Results obtained in many plants prove conclusively that 
the flow meters are a great aid to the firemen themselves in 
showing the results of their work. As soon as they learn 
that the flow meters show them the effect of changing the 
draft, fires, rate of feeding water, etc., they will be found using 
them as a working guide. This means more intelligent handling 
of the boilers, which will improve results.

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IMPROVEMENT IN FOURDRINIER MACHINES 


Charles E. Pope, of Holyoke, Mass., has invented an improve- 
ment in Fourdrinier machines which he interestingly describes as 
follows : 

In Fourdrinier machines much difficulty is encountered in carry- 
ing the end portion of the web from the paper-making wire across 
the intervening space to the first felt in case of a break in the 
web, and this difficulty is greatly increased in high-speed ma- 
chines, and when a machine is constructed with a running speed 
of, say 1,000 feet per minute, it is almost impossible to carry over 
the end portion by any of the well-known means or methods 
The loss of production involved in each minute’s delay at such 
speed is serious. 

This invention has for its object the provision of automatic 
means arranged to detach the end portions of a web from the 
wire, and convey it across the intervening space to the felt, which 
is applicable to and purposely designed for use in connection with 
very high-speed machines, and an improved drive to enable the ma- 
chines to run at high speed with much less strain orf the web at 
the point of taking off from the wire than with driving means 
now used. 

In accordance with this invention an end-roll is arranged in 
front of the usual lower couch-roll and supported at a lower eleva- 
tion, and the paper-making wire passes from the couch-roll over 
said end-roll. That portion of the wire between said rolls is 
arranged at a downward, forward inclination, and the lower end 
portion of said inclined portion of the wire is supported by the end- 
roll close to the felt, so that the intervening space there between 
is short, and pneumatic means are arranged in rear of said in- 
clined portion to forcibly deliver air in the form of a je 
or sheet against the wire, which acts to detach the end portion of 
the web therefrom, and convey it across the intervening space to 
the felt. This downward and forward arrangement is the most 
convenient for fast-running machines, but other arrangements of 
the end-roll may readily be imagined which will accomplish the 


result of placing the portion of the wire from which the web is 
removed in juxtaposition to the felt which is to receive it, which 
is appropriate to my invention. 

In carrying out my invention, however, a serious difficulty arises. 
While the speed of the machine, and particularly the running 
speed of the wire, is intended to be constant, yet in practice it is 
more or less variable. When the web is taken from the wire at 
the couch-roll, as usual, said couch-roll presents a fixed point 
from which the web is withdrawn, and the distance between said 
couch-roll and belt is predetermined and constant regardless of 
variations in the running speed of the wire, but when the web is 
withdrawn from the wire, at an intermediate point, not directly 
associated with the couch-roll, the variations in the running speed 
of the wire cause deflections in that portion of the wire between 
its points of support, which result in corresponding variations in 
the length of the intervening space, and as a result the web passing 
across said intervening space is subjected to unusual strains ac- 


cording as the space is lengthened or shortened, which causes fre- 
quent breaks in the web. For this and other reasons it is an 
essential object of my invention to provide means whereby the 
unsupported portion of the wire from which the web is withdrawn 
is held taut, or at all times is caused to maintain substantially its 
same inclination, angle, or position, with respect to the felt, so 
that the length of the intervening space is maintained substantially 
constant at all times regardless of speed variations and other dis- 
turbing causes. 

Figure 1 is a conventional view of a portion of the Fourdrinier 
machine in said elevation. 


Fig. 2 is a plan view of the same. 

10 represents a paper-making wire, 12 the upper couch-roll, 13 
the lower couch-roll, 14 the guide-roll, 15 the web-slitter, 16 the 
first felt-roll, and 17 the felt of a Fourdrinier machine of any 
well-known or suitable construction, although it will be under- 
stood that so far as my present invention is concerned the struc- 
ture of said elements is not material. 

In front of the lower couch-roll 14, and between said roll and 
the first felt-roll 16, a roll 20 is journaled over which the wire 
passes, said roll being herein termed the “end-roll.” Said end-roll 
20 is arranged with its top periphery in a plane below the top 
periphery of the first felt-roll, and the wire extends from the top 
periphery of the lower couch-roll 13, in a downwardly and for- 
wardly direction to the top periphery of said roll 20. Such por- 
tion of the wire is straight and is substantially tangential to the 
rolls 13 and 20. 

The web is designed to be taken or drawn from said down- 
wardly and forwardly inclined portion of the wire at an inter- 
mediate point, generally at a point quite near the end-roll 20, and 
to be carried across the intervening space to the first felt. In 
order that the web may be drawn or carried from said down- 
wardly and forwardly inclined portion to the felt, said portion 
must be maintained at a constant inclination. While the degree 
of inclination may be varied considerably, yet the inclination hav- 
ing been determined, it must be maintained continuous during the 
running of a machine, so that the length of the intervening space 
between the point of detachment of the web from the wire and 
the point of engagement of the web with the felt will be main- 
tained constant. 

Variations in the speed of a wire and other causes will cause 
temporary deflections in said inclined portion of the wire, and will 
result in producing varying strains on the web and cause a break. 
To obviate this difficulty, the end-roll 20 is herein positively 
driven in the direction of movement of the wire, with its peripheral 
speed slightly greater than the speed of the wire, at least suf-

ficiently so to compensate for all ordinary variations in the run- 
ning speed of the wire. Such movement of the end-roll 20 will 
cause said roll to slip beneath the wire slightly more or less, but 
this is immaterial as long as the portion of the wire between said 
rolls 13 and 20 is maintained taut at all times, which results in 
maintaining its predetermined inclination, and also in maintaining 
a predetermined length of the intervening space. 

As a means for positively driving the end-roll 20, said roll may 
be provided with a sprocket-wheel or pulley 30, over which passes 
a sprocket-chain or belt 31, and a sprocket-wheel or belt 32, may 
be arranged on the shaft of the couch-roll 13. The periphery of 
the wheel 30 is enough less than that of the wheel 32 to drive the 
periphery of the roll 20 at a slightly greater speed than that of 
the roll 13 to place a driving strain on the wire in contact with 
the roll. 20, over which said chain or belt passes. My invention 
is not limited to such means for positively driving said end-roll 
20, provided the periphery of the end-roll runs slightly faster than 
that of the couch-rolls. In very fast running machine, say ma- 
chines running at approximately 1,000 feet per minute, the web 
can be taken from a downwardly and forwardly inclined portion 
of the rapidly moving wire and permitted or caused to pass onto 
the felt which is moving at a corresponding rate of speed without 
greater liability of breaking than is now usual with the slower- 
running machine, when the web is taken from the couch-roll and 
permitted or caused to pass onto the belt. However, the greatest 
advantage gained by the use of this portion of the wire in front

In a Fourdrinier machine, the combination with the felt-roll, 
the paper-making wire, and the couch-roll, of an end-roll ar- 
ranged adjacent the couch-roll and felt-roll over which the wire 
passes after passing over the couch-roll, a blower orifice beneath 
the paper-making wire, between the couch-rolls and the end-roll, 
arranged to blow the paper sheet from the wire at a point after 
the paper sheet has left the couch-roll and before it has reached 
the end-roll and carry it to the press-roll felts, and driving means 
independent of the wire for said end-roll adapted to maintain that 
portion of the wire between said couch-roll and end-roll taut and 
at a predetermined inclination. 

In a Fourdrinier machine, the combination with the felt-roll, a 
paper-making wire, and a couch-roll, of an end-roll arranged in 
front of the couch-roll and at a lower elevation over which the 
wire passes, a blower orifice beneath the paper-making wire, be- 
tween the couch-roll and the end-roll, arranged to blow the paper 
sheet from the wire at a point after the paper sheet has left the 
couch-roll and before it has reached the end-roll and carry it to 
the press-roll felts, that portion of the wire between said couch- 
roll and end-roll being downwardly and forwardly inclined, driv- 
ing means for the couch-roll and a chain and sprocket mechanism 
for driving the end-roll from the couch-roll shaft at a speed 
which will maintain said inclined portion of the wire taut, and at 
a uniform inclination. 

A Fourdrinier paper-making machine, having in combination 
with the movable paper-making wire and the couch-rolls between 
which the wire passes, an end-roll beyond the couch-rolls over 
which the wire passes, a blower-orifice beneath the paper-making 
wire adapted to blow the paper sheet from the wire at a point 
after the paper sheet has left the couch-roll and before it has 
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reached the end-roll and carry it to the press-roll felt, the press- 
roll felt, driving means for driving a couch-roll and connections 
with said couch driving means for driving the end-roll, at a pe- 


ripheral speed slightly in excess of the peripheral speed of said 
couch-roll. 


Predicts Fuel Shortage 

P. B. Noyes, director of Conservation of the National Fuel Ad- 
ministration, told members of the Purchasing Agents’ Association 
at 34 West Thirty-third street Tuesday night that next winter 
every industry would be forced to curtail operations if there was 
to be coal enough to go around, and that non-essential industries 
would receive very little consideration. 

He said that already difficulty was being experienced in supplying 
the big steel mills, and so acute was the situation that a concrete 
plant was unable to operate on government work because to supply 
that mill with fuel would necessitate the closing down of a steel 
mill, 

“The three or four railroads concentrated in a small area, with 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia as a centre, deliver three-fourths 
of the coal of the country, and these three or four railroads: must 
get this coal through a limited number of ‘gateways’ to serve the 
active war and the non-war industries in nearly a score of the 
Eastern and Middle Western States,” he said. “This creates at 
many points around the large coal regions what we call ‘bottle 
necks’—railways leading into important industrial areas which can- 
not physically carry more than so many cars of freight per day. 
With the merchandise freight reduced to the lowest possible terms, 
it is found at several of these gateways that the coal which can 
possibly be moved through to the steel mills, to the powder mills, 
and to the big shipbuilding yards beyond, is less per day than is 
necessary to keep these plants running 100 per cent., though not a 
pound were furnished to non-war industry in those districts. 

“We are taking the big coal users first. The building material 
industry, outside of the structural steel, uses 32,000,000 tons of 
coal and puts 100,000,000 tons of freight on the railroads, so we are 
preparing to restrict building except when it is absolutely neces- 
sary. In fact, in every industry there has got to be a great cur- 
tailment, and in the things that are classed as luxuries there will 
be little consideration shown.” 


Changes in Forsythe Paper Co.

Cuicaco, April 8, 1918.—Jas. J. Forsythe, president of the For- 
sythe Paper Company of Chicago, has acquired the interests of Jas. 

Announce- 
ment of Mr. Coy’s future plans has not yet been made to the 
trade. Mr. Forsythe will merge his company with that of his 
brother A. N. (Bert) Forsythe under the firm name of the Forsythe 
Paper Company. This exceedingly natural combination of the two 
Forsythe companies and the resulting business association of two 
widely popular brothers, makes a paper combination that needs no 
Mullen tester, nor Ashcroft gauge. The same mills represented 
by the Forsythe-Harding Paper Company, announcement of whose 
dissolution was made in the Paper Trape JouRNAL in a recent 
issue, and those mills whose product was sold through the former 
Forsythe Paper Company, will all now be represented by the new

Not much of any change has occurred in the paper market 
during the week. The demand continues fairly good and 
prices are very firm. 

Distributing conditions have shown no improvement, the 
labor situation is unchanged and paper making materials are 
inclined, if anything, to be a trifle higher. Manufacturers do 
not favorably view the present outlook, although there is a 
good demand for paper of practically all kinds. If this de- 
mand continues, in view of the difficulties at present hamper- 
ing manufacturers, it can only mean a further advance in prices. 

Prices of writing papers are firm and a strong demand con- 
tinues. Several mills specializing on this type of paper are 
accumulating orders although they are shipping as rapidly as 
they turn the goods out. 

The market in boards shows no change since last week. 
The demand for boards of all classes is very steady. 

Kraft continues to be especially sought and those in a posi- 
tion to know believe a rise in price may be reasonably looked 
for before a great while, as there will probably be no letup in 
the present strong demand while the country continues under 
war conditions. 

In tissues the situation remains about the same, with the 
demand steady and prices stiffening. 

In news print prices have hardened considerably and the de- 
mand is very strong. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Not a great deal is doing in the market for this product at 
the present time. The range of quotations continues at $30 to 
$34, though there have been reports of sales at lower figures. 
The possibilities of a considerable increase in the cost of labor 
make higher prices for ground wood pulp soon not unlikely. 


Chemical Pulp 

The demand for all varieties of chemical pulp is strong and 
practically all the mills are running to full capacity. The 
demand for Kraft continues to be the leading feature of the 
market. Prices are firm and the trade is looking for a general 
upward revision. The time for such revision it is believed is 
not far off. 

Rags 

The demand for old rags is picking up. 

Prices are firm, however, as the supply is small and jobbers 
are holding their stocks for the present market price. 

Roofing stock of the better grades has advanced to a certain 
extent and there have been slight increases registered by other 
items, notably, new blue cottons, blue overalls, and corduroys. 
Black stockings are now being quoted at $2.40 to $2.50, and 
cloth strippings at $2.25. 

Bagging 

The market for bagging is still firm. There have been prac- 

tically no changes in prices during the past week. 
Paper Stock 
The call for old krafts is still noticeable, and hard white 


shavings are firm at present prices. No change of prices in 
this market has been noted.

to secure a return load because the charge made for hauling it 
would reduce his own haulage cost. 


To bring the shipper and truck owner together serves the in- 
terest of both. It doubles the efficiency of the motor truck, enables 


business men to make prompt shipments or secure deliveries in a 
day instead of several, relieves the railroads of much short haul 
freight, and thereby releases cars for necessary long-distance haul- 
age of munitions, equipment, and other supplies for our Army in 
France, and for foodstuffs, fuel, etc., for the civilian population at 
home. 

The logical agency for bringing the two interests together is the 
local business men’s organization in each locality—the Chamber of 
Commerce, Board of Trade, or by whatever name it is known. 
They are in direct touch with the manufacturers and merchants in 
their respective communities, they know the present difficulties of 
shipping and they have the facilities for most quickly and sys- 
tematically putting the shipper in touch with the man who has the 
facility for haulage. 

The method of doing this is by the establishment of a Return- 
Loads Bureau—an information department that acts as a clearing 
house for this particular purpose. Once initiated the work of such 
a bureau can, in most cities, be carried on by a single employee of 
the Chamber, probably in addition to his other duties. If necessary 
or desirable a small charge can be made to the truck owner or the 
shipper for the service to cover whatever expense may be involved 
in starting and maintaining the bureau. But the plan affords an 
opportunity to be of such additional service to members of. the 
organization and to business interests of the city generally that the 
increased support which may be gained through it should offset the 
cost incurred. Apart from this is the opportunity it presents to be 
of patriotic service to our country by increasing its transportation 
facilities at a time when the safety of the Nation depends absolutely 
upon transportation. 


To Round Up Tax Delinquents 

Millions of dollars, it is estimated by Revenue officials, will be 
added to the government revenues in penalties as a result of the 
round up of income tax delinquents about to be launched by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. In bringing to task the tax slacker 
the aid of every loyal citizen is invoked by Commissioner Daniel 
C. Roper. 

“The most important thing in taxation is equity in distributing 
the tax burden,” said Commissioner Roper today. “It is difficult 
to conceive that anyone should endeavor to escape his share of the 
levy made for the prosecution of a war in defense of Christian 
civilization. It is the duty of every man who has paid his tax to co- 
operate with us in locating the tax slacker. We shall meet 
taxpayers co-operatively by being just as industrious to see 
that they are not overtaxed as to see that their full taxes are col- 
lected. In the interest of honest taxpayers we demand every dollar 
that is due the government and promise to refund every dollar of 
overpayment. 

“If a taxpayer has reason to believe that any person known to 
him is a tax slacker, he should report his name to the collector of 
his district or to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. This kind 
of co-operation constitutes real war service. It will make for the 
equalization of the tax burden. 

“This is a challenge for the services of every loyal citizen to do 
war work. Let every delinquent taxpayer keep in mind that it is 
possible to avoid penalties and prosecution by filing his return be- 
fore he receives notice from the Collector of Internal Revenue of 
his delinquency. If he waits until after official notice is received 
it will be too late. A word to the wise should be sufficient.”

A GUIDE TO BOILER ECONOMY 


(Continued from page 42.) 


“No one would expect the electrical end of a plant to be 
operated satisfactorily without some instruments to guide 
the operators. Yet the pressure gauge and water column have 
been and are about all the average boiler attendant has 
to help him. For the rest he is supposed to be able to get 
along by using his eyes to judge the condition of the fire. 
There are some men naturally gifted who can do fairly well 
under even these circumstances, but why leave to human judg- 
ment a problem that is easily simplified, until it is no trick 
at all by providing a few thermometers, a steam flow meter on 
each boiler, and a draft gauge. 

“There is nothing mysterious about burning coal so as to 
get the most heat out of it where and when it will do the 
most in turning water into steam, but it cannot be done con- 
tinuously and consistently without the means mentioned to 
show the firemen when it has happened, and if it has not, 
why.” 

Cleaning Boilers 


Boilers are usually cleaned after they have been in service 
a certain length of time and are, therefore, considered to be 
foul. Here flow meters are of service because they show how 
a boiler is actually steaming (see Chart No. 4). Instances 
have been reported where the installation of a flow meter on 
each boiler has shown that boilers supposed to need cleaning 
were steaming satisfactorily while others believed to be in 
good condition were badly scaled and in need of cleaning. 


Detection of Holes and Dead Spots in Fires 


Holes and dead spots develop in fires reducing the effi- 
ciency of combustion by allowing an excess of air (see Chart 
No. 2). Should this occur, the steam output instantly drops 
and with a flow meter installed on each boiler, the fireman 
is warned that something is wrong. An inspection of the fire 
will indicate the cause of the drop in output and no time need 
be wasted in covering the hole or dead spot which, without 
the warning given by the flow meter, might have gone unde- 
tected for some time, causing a waste of fuel. 

Flow meters, in actual service on boilers, have been the 
means of indicating many other conditions which seriously 
affect the economy, such as leaky settings admitting quantities 
of air, burned-out baffles permitting a short passage of the 
gases, incorrect adjustment of feed water regulators, or poor hand 
regulation, etc. Rarely, if ever, have flow meters been in- 
stalled on boilers without bringing to light some condition not 
known to exist, causing a waste of fuel. 

Steam flow meters are not a luxury but a necessity for the 
successful and economical management of boilers. Without 
them, the direct results of hurning the fuel are obscure or 


unknown altogether. Why not follow the example o 


hundreds of companies both in this country and abroad an 
install a boiler flow meter on each boiler? 


Barrett Co. Earnings 


The Barrett Company, which owns several large roofing mills 
and is prominent in the chemical industry, sold $34,297,371 worth 
of goods last year, an increase of $6,497,185 over the total for 
1916. Expenses absorbed $27,173,090, this being $7,160,988 more 
than the year before, and including depreciation and, presumably 
federal war taxes as well. The corporation’s income before 
accounting for administrative costs was $9,235,871, a decline of 
$311,733, and the net before charges and dividends was $3,673,244, 
a decline of $1,492,042. 

The annual report, issued Friday said that, considering the high 
cost of labor and material and the unusual outlay of earnings 
in taxes, the result of the year was considered satisfactory. The 
balance of $3,303,036, available for common stock dividends, was 
equal to $20.61 a share, compared with $29.43 earned in 1916. 
William H. Childs, president, informed stockholders that the com- 
pany and its subsidiaries were co-operating with the government 
to the fullest extent toward the successful prosecution of the war. 

The balance sheet showed that the value of investments had 
been increased from $999,184, at the end of 1916, to $2,895,101. 
The cash item of $1,647,032 was $582,537 larger than a year be- 
fore, and the total surplus displayed a gain of $2,268,494 to $6,- 
794,691. 

Morris Paper Mill. Boys Go to War 

Morris, Ill., April 15, 1918—The Paper Mill Boys’ Athletic Asso- 
ciation turned its Easter dance into a patriotic fete in honor of 
ten of the young men who had been called to the colors. 

Four of the young men were presented with wrist watches. A. 
E. Erickson made the presentation speeches on behalf of the 
Morris Paper Mills and later presented the mill with a service 
flag, bearing 18 stars, as the gift of the Paper Mills Dance Club. 
The flag was accepted by H. C. Sooy on behalf of the mill. 

C. H. Root, on behalf of the Red Cross, presented the boys 
with comfort kits. 

Shortly before midnight the ten young men who are to join 
the army were escorted to the station. 


The high cost of news print does not appear to frighten Italian 
newspaper publishers.
